It is additiomliy respectfully submitted that, while Kahn Jiick^jscs a svstcai {hit 
generally provides for receipt inspection reporting, confrarv to die assertion nLsdc ir. the 
Office Actjon Kalm does not disclose, teach, or i^aggess an mvtiitory coiKiol 
automatically generating and sending a comxnunication alert to a security moniloriag system 
vi hen it is dstennined thai too few expected or unexpected goods are included within the
